The New Reader’s Guides 
of England 


May Lamberton Becker 
Reader’s Guideof the Saturday Review of Literature 


HE National Book Council may be 

but three years old, but like every- 

thing else in the book-trade in Lon- 
don, it is already embedded ‘in historical 
associations. Stand on its doorstep in Hen- 
rietta-Street and you will think you are 
looking into the first act of “Pygmalion,” 
for the grimy columns rising from a jungle 
of vegetables are those of the portico of 
St. Paul’s Covent Garden, beneath whose 
shelter one rainy night the most famous 
philologist of the modern stage made his 
demonstrations in British dialects. “Turn 
to the right and a number of little white 
lights will point you to the heaven of the 
Royal Opera, which for some reason that 
must be British because no one knows 
what it is, cannot be fashionably conducted 
save in the midst of a market. The place 
is full of atmosphere—at this moment 
somewhat crowded with it, the more per- 
ishable autumn fruits being in season— 
and should you come thru here at three 
oclock some morning vast waves of mossy 
tragrance would roll from great glassy 
caves, and you would see mountains of 
right flowers, long lanes of lavender, banks 
of waving fern, making a little Eden in the 
London night. 
_ The National Book Council is housed 
in the midst of all this, in somebody’s 
former mansién, as one may see by the 
delicate fan-lights and the balustrade’s 
graceful curves. Duckworth is down below 
and the small select association known as 
the Society of Bookmen. On the top floor 


Miss Gwenneth Humphrey is doing some- 
thing of the same sort of work so admir- 
ably brought into being and carried out in 
America by Miss Marion Humble. The 
N. B..C., in its own words, is “‘an attempt 
to mobilize, in a committee of manageable 
size, elected representatives of various 
groups of persons who cater for the reading 
public, and, by their efforts, to increase the 
love and habit of reading in Great Britain 
and the British Empire.” As it is the first 
attempt of the sort that has been made by 
organized campaign methods, it must spend 
a good deal of its time in explaining to 
the reading public the various things that 
it is not: it is not, for instance, a trade 
organization, tho traders in books are rep- 
resented on it. The prospective book-buyer 
in Britain, a shy and elusive creature, would 
be suspicious of trade organizations with 
eyes presumably fixed on his spending ca- 
pacity. It must explain also that it is not 
a reading-circle, tho it circulates reading- 
lists; nor a charity, tho it is surely a char- 
itable act to introduce a reader to the right 
book; nor a profit-making body, tho it 
must be supported by subscriptions and 
must in the end increase the profits con- 
nected with bookmaking and selling. All 
this is by this time taken so much for 
granted in the States that it is hard to 
realize how different conditions are in 
Great Britain. The relations between 
bookseller and publisher, for instance, are 
there still further complicated by the power- 
ful “libraries,” such as Mudie’s and the 
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Times Book Club, and by the ingrained 
public habit of renting new books instead 
of owning them. At the best these rela- 
tions are likely to rasp—which is a mild 
way of saying that they seem to regard 
one another as natural enemies, or at the 
best, with a suspicion not untinged with 
bitterness. There is every reason for some 
sort of a get-together policy, for the great 
British public is not a book-buying one; at 
least, it is not one that buys new books 
outright with anything approaching alac- 
rity. 

For this there are a variety of excellent 
reasons. They will tell you, of course, if 
you come from the States, that it is because 
we have all the money in the world, and 
they—who are rapidly paying off their 
debts to us—are too poor to pay seven-and- 
six for a new novel. This would be a 
more moving plea if most of the seven-and- 
sixpenny novels in question were not writ- 
ten directly for the class of Briton who 
pays fourteen-and-six for a stall at “Show 
Boat” without more than perfunctory pro- 
test. Considering the number of books one 
may read for the price of a single guaran- 
teed subscription at the Times Book Club, 
considering the amount of space these vol- 
umes would have taken in the now more 
restricted space of London living-quarters, 
and considering (in a discreet undertone) 
that a large proportion of them are de- 
cidedly not worth reading more than once, 
the hold of the “library” on the fiction- 
reading public is easily explained. 


But there is something back of that. 
Everyone knows that in any country there 
is a book-buying class, a group large or 
small—generally the latter—that may be 
depended upon to keep the bookseller alive. 
The American bookseller is able to draw 
upon a constantly enlarging group of this 
kind, and every now and then has prophetic 
glimpses of a time when the great general 
public may be book-buying, as it is now 
magazine-buying. But the British book- 
buying class is enlarged slowly, and by ef- 
forts many publishers and booksellers make 
only half-heartedly and the older ones 
scarcely make at all. They know how 


middle-class money is spent on this island. 
They know that this class of buyer has 
certain other wants that have the right of 
way. Whatever he has, he must have some 
sort of garden or allotment and must spend 
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daylight-saved hours and much available 
pocket-money in making it bloom; and that 
keen gardeners go to sleep rapidly after 
dark. They know that his second “mus;" 
is to own a house of one’s own if at .!| 
possible, paid for usually thru a building 
society and in time furnished complete to 
the name-plate over the door. All this runs 
to money and keeps on running for the 
greater part of a lifetime. It makes for 
stability of government and conservatism 
of outlook thus to develop a body of small 
householders, each working happily in his 
own garden and entertaining his friends un- 
der the shade of his own aspidistra, but it 
does not turn trade toward the bookshop. 
This, I hasten to say, is no mere trans- 
atlantic surmise, such as I might make on 
my own account; it was told me some four 
years back by a man high in the book 
world of Great Britain, and it has a ring 
of homely commonsense. 

This does not say, however, that the 
book-buying habit cannot be induced to 
spread, and the N. B. C. is doing all it can 


with lectures, information, and other 
awakeners of ‘‘consciousness.” For in- 


stance, it has been for some time sending 
to all its subscribers book-lists on subjects 
ranging from advertising to zionism. These 


bibliographies are not made by the Council 


itself—this might have a whiff of trade 
about it for the suspicious reader—but by 
some group recognized as authority on the 
subject, and incidentally paying for the 
printing. As an example, “The Yorkshire 
Coast and Dales” is a list of books describ- 
ing or otherwise documenting places reached 
by the famous “Cathedral Route” of the 
L. N. E. R. from King’s Cross. Taking 
this list as a fair sample of them all, and 
judging it from my somewhat unusually 
good point of vantage, I can say that it !s 
an uncommonly good one; the reader will 
be well guided and the financing of the 
list’s publication is an honest work of rail- 
way publicity. Sensible features are the 
inclusion of novels with scenes in these 
localities, and of a number of books that 
may be bought second-hand. “A Business 
Man’s Library” was compiled by the As- 
sociation of British Chambers of Com- 
merce ; it comprises general works of refer- 
ence and books on various departments 0 
banking, money and exchange, accounting, 
statistics and taxation, transport and com

The Reader's Guide Cards provided the 


munication, markets, industrial organiza- 
tion and management and law. The 
Dickens Fellowship compiled the one issued 
in connection with the Dickens Centenary ; 
“Trades Unionism” was made by the Re- 
search Department of the Trades Union 
Congress; ‘Child Care and Protection” by 
the magazine “The World’s Children.” 
This will give an idea of the range of sub- 
jects and the variety of organizations thus 
drawn into co-operation. The books named 
on the lists are old or new, the only re- 
quirement being that they should be acces- 
sible for purchase. But the N. B. C. has 
just launched a scheme for the spreading 
of information on new books alone, and 
this is what brought me to Henrietta 
Street, for they have launched it under a 
title that has been mine for so long in the 
States that I had a curious illusion of hav- 
ing spread, suddenly and unbeknownst, 
over the British Isles. 

If you go into any progressive bookshop 
of the country now, you will see a neat and 
well-princed sign describing “The Reader’s 
fee and suggesting that you use the 

anks and writing materials thereunder 
Provided to register for reception, thru this 
dookseller, of lists at regular intervals that 


booksellers by the National Book Council 


will keep you posted on new books along 
whichever of twelve lines you may be in- 
terested. These twelve are: 


General Works 
Philosophy 
‘Religion 
Sociology 
Natural Science 
Useful Arts 
Fine Arts 
Sports 
Literature 
History 
Fiction 
Children’s Books 

Each of these subjects has sub-classifica- 
tions on the registration card, showing how 
the promised lists will be arranged. ‘The 
“Reader’s Guides” will be released in 
groups of twelve in February, May, Sep- 
tember and November, following the pub- 
lishing seasons. They will include only 
books published during the preceding three 
months, and brief notes will explain them— 
the ordinary reading-lists already described 
are without annotations. 

For obvious reasons readers are en- 
couraged to register thru bookshops; the 
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service costs them nothing, and if the book- 
seller is a member of the N. B. C. he is 
entitled to receive without charge as many 
copies of each Guide as he can use: all he 
need ‘do, for instance, to make sure that 
his “fine arts’ customers are kept informed 
of new books in this line is to send them 
four times a year the latest edition of 
Guide No. 7. Booksellers not members of 
the N. B. C. pay a small fee, but the main 
charges are for the insertion of titles, 
which are made per line on a circulation 
basis, the charges being only slightly more 
to publishers who are non-members. It is 
of course possible for a reader to register 
directly with the Council, and this is being 
encouraged among readers in the more re- 
mote districts. 

The first “Guides” have not yet been 
released to the public, but I have been per- 
mitted to look over the one on philosophy 
and can give it an expert’s approval. Not 
that I am an expert on philosophy, but I 
have become expert at knowing what sort 
of books about philosophy people ask for. 
The organizers of the scheme were a trifle 
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surprised when the returns showed th 
philosophy was one of the subjects n 
often asked for on the registration cards: 
they were also convinced that the huge 
sale of Will Durant’s book in America pa 
the equivalent of a guinea a copy was only 
a picturesque proof of the difference in eco- 
nomic conditions in the two countries. 
(Well, we shall see what we shall see 
when it gets to the French public this 
winter.) Altogether, the new Guides re- 
mind me of the admirable publications of 
the American Library Association. Each 
novel is allowed some fifteen words of de- 
scription and each non-fiction work from 
fifty to sixty words. It looks like an ex- 
cellent scheme, and I hope it succeeds. 

British book publishers and sellers are 
not so convinced of the wisdom of the 
policy of “one for all and all for one” as 
they might be, but they are in a position 
of sufficient necessity to mother a number 
of new inventions, and this one has the ad- 
vantage of having worked admirably in 
America. This, however, is a saying that 
will do it no good in England!

HE trouble is that the process is so 

difficult, first of all to know what IT 

is and secondly because IT is some- 
thing different to each bloc of the public. 
The books of Harold Bell Wright undoubt- 
edly have IT but it is certainly not the 
same IT as that contained in the books of 
Virginia Woolf or E. M. Forster. One 
of the most striking of recent examples is 
the success of “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey” which has given rise to countless 
now banal expressions of wonder. The 
wonder has risen I think from a false 
premise that the book is an intellectual one 
which makes demands upon the intelligence 
of the reader. Surely no more crystal clear

and simple book has ever been written. 
And certainly its beauty of style and crafts- 
manship, valuable in themselves and ap- 
preciated by a tiny fraction of the book 
buying public, do not send the sale of a 
book soaring to two hundred thousand. 

“The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey” is dedicated to 
one of the simplest and most universal 
hungers—the need to be more loved and 
more appreciated. Few of us believe that 
we are loved sufficiently or valued accord- 
ing to our true worth. The more un- 
successful we are in the worldly sense, the 
more profoundly are we convinced of this. 
And since most of the world never realizes 
its aspirations, it believes this profoundly 
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and continuously. In the _case of “If 
Winter Comes,” a quite different book, 
hundreds of thousands of readers uncon- 
sciously identified themselves with the 
maligned and unappreciated Mark Sabre. 
They are always doing it. In this hunger 
lies ‘one of the great 
sources of IT in a 
novel. The last line 
of Mr. Wilder's 
hook gives the clue,

We are inclined to murmur that the 
taste of the public is improving whenever a 
sood book has a stupendous sale. Have we 
forgotten that Thackeray and Dickens and 
Balzac had colossal sales in their days and 
that readers awaited breathlessly each in- 
stallment of “Vanity Fair?” The IT of 
such books lies in some quality in the mind 
and soul of the author by which he is able 
to transmute the base, confused metal of 
life into something comprehensible and sym- 
pathetic to millions of readers. 

Sometimes it is the author’s great skill 
simply in telling a story which brings 
success to himself and his books. Despite 
all the scorn poured in these days by 
certain literary gentlemen into the term 
“Story Teller,” the telling of a story, as 
one of the greatest literary gentlemen of 
our times recently pointed out at Cam- 
bridge University, remains the principal 
reason for the novelist and when he over- 
looks this, something is lost. Of course, 
there are stories and stories from the 
thrillers of Henty. to the high romance of 
“Almayer’s Folly,” and ways and ways of 
telling them from the methods used by the 
author of “Cranford” to those used in 
recounting a day’s history in the life of 
Stephen Daedalus or Mrs. Dalloway. 





gave them a feeling 
of delicious and compensating superiority 
toward all the husbands and wives, aunts 
and uncles, mothers and fathers and what 
not who had for years failed to appreciate 
their true worth. And there is the great 
element of escape by which the romantic 
writer permits his readers (see the works 
of Mr. Sabatini) to escape the dreariness 
of most lives as they are. And conversely 
there is the element of reality which goads 
the reader into saying, “My, isn’t that 
character real! You just feel that you 
know her!” 


And one of the greatest elements in the 
sale of a book is, of course, the contro- 
versial one. The more argument about a 
book, the greater its sale. Sinclair Lewis 
has reached the status of a capitalist 
largely, I think, thru the amount of 
controversial and dynamic IT contained in 
the four novels which represent his later 
work (and again it must be remembered 
that we are discussing here not the literary 
merits of books but what makes them sell.) 
Mr. Lewis has, too, a genius for photog- 
raphy which makes people say “My, isn’t 
that real!” Perhaps in “Elmer Gantry” 
the focus became a little blurred and pro- 
duced something akin to caricature rather 
than photography but for the purposes of 
the bookseller the amount of controversial 
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IT contained in the book compensated for 
the fact that some of the characters seemed 
a little like figures reflected in distorting 
mirrors. 

Two things would certainly be invalu- 
able to publishers (1) an IT detector and 
(2) a talking movie of a publisher trying 
to convince a clamoring author that if the 
public does not sense IT in his books all 
the publicity and advertising in the world 
will not force the book down the throat 
of the public. 

You might, of course, give away books 
as seats are given away to that imperish- 
able production ““The Ladder,” but even 
that is not likely to make the public find 
the book interesting, for one of the per- 
versities of the human race is that it is 
more critical toward something which has 
been given it than toward something for 
which it has paid good money. 

On the other hand, too much publicity 
may do harm, quite aside from the fact 
that the public does get sick of hearing a 
known name over and over again. I know 
the case of one young author whose book 
won a well-known publishers’ prize which 
carried with it the usual publicity and the 
unaccountable glamor with which the 
American public surrounds anything that 
has been crowned by a superlative. The 
book in question is a singularly beautiful 
book but a poetical one and one not espe- 
cially suited to the sort of public attracted 
by ballyhoo and prize awards. The author 
has a fear that the prize and the attendant 
publicity sold the book to some hundreds 
or thousands of readers who did not like 
it and so, feeling that they had been “sold”’ 
by something which in their opinions should 
never have got a prize, took a prejudice 
against the author and his subsequent 
books. } 

The IT business is an insoluble problem. 
Publishing save for the work of certain 
established authors (and they too dare not 
let their standards slip in a day of such 
fierce competition) must remain guess 
work. From the purely literary point of 
view a good book does not always have 
IT and many bad ones appear to have IT. 
I think it is fairly just to say that any 
book has a certain audience and that noth- 
ing can push it successfully beyond the 
limits of that audience. All of us have seen 
publishers spending more than their profits 
on a book with a sale of ten thousand in 
an attempt to push the book to fifty 
thousand and succeeding in the end in push- 
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ing it perhaps to twelve or fifteen thousand 
Books are, unfortunately, stil] regarded 
largely as luxuries. Even prizes and “best 
” ° , 
books” committees have failed to make the 
public take to its heart a book it does no 
want. Otherwise sales which began at an 
advertised fifty or sixty thousand would 
soon attain a mark of two hundred 
thousand. And this, we all know, they do 
not do. ; 

But woe to the author who thinks he 
knows what IT is and that by will power 
he can sit down and write a book so full 
of IT that it will sell two hundred 
thousand. Some authors hit it once in a 
lifetime or perhaps twice and live on the 
profits of subsequent books until the public 
discovers that they only wrote one or two 
books that had IT. And the public being 
the sole judge in the matter, is infallible. 
But the fortunate author who is as a gilt 
edged security to publisher and_book- 
seller is the one who by some stroke of 
fortune manages to invest forty novels with 
the magic IT and so comes to have an 
established name. And the established 
name is earned not by enormous ex- 
penditures of money and energy upon 
publicity but by the trust which the public 
comes to have in an author. The money 
of publisher and bookseller and the final 
pleasure of the public is not in the flash 
in the pan success but in authors like Willa 
Cather, Zane Grey, John Galsworthy, 
Harold Bell Wright, Rudyard Kipling, 
Joseph Conrad, Hugh Walpole, and to go 
back a little way, in Thackeray, George 
Eliot, Dickens, Trollope, Scott and Balzac, 
Tolstoy and Dostoevsky—in the ladies and 
gentlemen whose well does not go suddenly 
dry. 

It is possible to write “pattern” stories 
that will sell for large sums to the editors 
of smoking car, subway and front porch 
magazines, but it is impossible to sit dow" 
and write a sure fire best seller. The only 
way to please the public is, as every suc- 
cessful author knows, to please himselt 
first and hope for the best. As to the I'1 
detector, it should have on it several little 
dials of which four at. least should bear 
on their faces the words Vitality, Crafts- 
manship, Feeling and Sincerity. No author 
ever lived with a sincerity more profound 
than that of Miss Ethel M. Dell. The 
public has rewarded her accordingly.

Don’t Fail to Observe Publishing 
Dates 


OR the benefit of such new entrants 

into bookselling as this fall brings 

into action and to confirm established 
booksellers in the ways of peace and pros- 
perity, let us reemphasize, as the busy 
publishing season begins, the importance of 
strict observance of publishing dates on 
the new books. 

In spite of steady improvement in the 
practice of retailing, in bookselling in par- 
ticular, there are always found those who 
believe that rapid sales expansion must be 
gained by more or less sharp practice and, 
at the season when the sales interest of the 
public is centered on newly announced 
books, some dealers will still believe that 
a competitor should be outdone by a sly 
advancing of the release date of important 
books in order to clinch the sales to a few 
potential customers. 

When the other bookseller discovers this, 
he may retaliate at the next important pub- 
lishing date, or he may write a complaint 
to the publishers. If he retaliates, a 
miniature trade war is on which reduces 
profits by the extra cost of rushing books 
by quick transportation, bitterness grows 
but total sales do not. If he writes to the 
publisher that party to the situation has 
no really effective remedy. The publisher 
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can write a sharp letter to the dealer who 
has broken the date but the next date of 
importance will probably be that of a book 
from quite a different publisher and the 
complaint will thus have little effect. |; 
the dealer complained of is an old offender 
in this matter, the publisher can see that 
in the future, he gets no advance ship- 
ments, an effective retort, but one that 
slows down the smooth handling of the 
fall shipments by introducing exceptions to 
the general instructions for releases. 

The best thing for the bookseller to do 
when his customers report that important 
books are being sold on early releases by 
another dealer, is to call personally on the 
manager of that business. Assume that 
what has happened was by accident, that 
the publisher’s notice had been overlooked, 
that the receiving department had been 
careless or, that a salesclerk had been over- 
zealous. If this dealer is new at the busi- 
ness he may not have realized how futile 
such competition is, or he may have con- 
sidered the whole problem was of little 
consequence and had not broken the date 
without much thought; in such case this 
visit from a more experienced dealer may 
enlighten him. If, however, the dealer is 
proof against argument, the next thing to 
do is to visit the other local booksellers 
and arrange for mutual understanding and 
common action. A conference of the 
dealers in the city should be arranged if 
possible, and the whole problem thrashed 
out. Sometimes it will be found that the 
date-breaker had felt himself an outsider 
in the town and had felt some resentment 
at the aloofness of other dealers or he may 
have some slumbering grudge against one 
of the older shops for some misunderstand- 
ing. Whatever be the reason, a local con- 
ference is the best chance for cleaning up 
an irritating situation and it may pave the 
way for further cooperative effort.

The 5th 
point he mentions is: Style, a subtle quality, 
inseparable from the tools and materials 
employed, and which is the intelligent use 
of a good tradition renewed, while not al- 
lowing tradition to override the taste that 
personal expression needs. 

The article takes up briefly the mean- 
ing of the term “beauty” with respect to 
typography, the necessity for concordance 
between the thought conveyed and the 
vehicle, and the necessity for avoiding the 
danger of making the author’s words a 
framework on which the printer exploits 
his craft, and lets his art become the end 
itself, instead of only the means to an end. 


Bookstalls 


E are interested to see that Van 
Hoesen and Walter in their valu- 
able new book on “Bibliography” 

have in the chapter on the booktrade men- 
tioned the Publishers’ Weekly’s suggestion 
that it might be well to try out the book- 
stalls along the rail fence of Bryant Park, 
New York. This suggestion has been 
taken up for discussion several times, and 
some day we may have it tried out. 
(Leary’s alley sales booth in Philadelphia 
is in that direction.) The idea is sug- 
gested by the popularity of the bookstalls 
along the Seine in Paris. Thousands of 
travelers who never see the inside of the 
regular French bookstores wander along 
these booths and find delight in picking up 
a volume here and there. If these stalls 


would only carry a reasonably significant 
‘econd-hand stock instead of the dregs of 
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the book market, they could start many 
more thousands of people into book collect- 
ing habits. 

The reason the idea is worth reempha- 
sizing is that it brings out the point that 
people like to have books served to them 
in different ways, not simply in one set 
method. One of the reasons for the ex- 
pansion of book distribution in America in 
the last ten years has been that so many 
new ways have been found to serve up 
books to meet the public fancy. Like other 
shopkeepers, booksellers have learned to 
follow their own individual tastes in pre- 
senting books and in so doing find them- 
selves in accord with the tastes of new 
groups of book lovers. New methods do 
not supplant the old, but they supplement 
them and round out the bookselling ma- 
chinery. The new directory of booksellers, 
which is now coming from the press at our 
office brings testimony to this point. In 
large cities of the country there are scores 
of dealers, each one a little different from 
his neighbor, not so much competing with 
each other as supplementing each other. 


The Reading Adviser 


66 PET me assure you for your comfort 
that Literature can’t be taught, 
unless a man really wants to know 

something about it,” writes Rudyard Kip- 
ling in “A Book of Words.” ‘Pieces or 
periods can be set and studied with notes, 
but that, thank goodness, is the worst that 
can happen. 

“One can’t prescribe books, even the 
best books, to people unless one knows a 
good deal about each individual person. 
If a man is keen on reading, I think he 
ougijt§to open his mind to some older man 
who knows him and his life, and to take 
his advice in the matter, and above all, 
to discuss with him the first books that 
interest him. 

“This idea applies only to what are 
called the standard authors—and—this is 
only my own theory. I don’t know how 
it would work with you—the Elizabethan 
dramatists. You mustn’t be afraid of 
fashions. The thing to remember is that 
all first-class stuff is as good and as new 
and as fresh now as in the day it was made. 

“But there are some things a man 
can’t discuss with anyone, and it isnt 
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right that he should. We have times and 
moods and tenses of black depression and 
despair and general mental discomfort 
which, for convenience sake, we call liver 
or sulks. But so far as my experience goes, 
that is just the time when a man is pecu- 
liarly accessible to the influence of a book, 
as he is to any other outside influence; and, 
moreover, that is just the time when he 
naturally and instinctively does not want 
anything of a mind-taxing soul-stirring 
nature. Then is the time to fall back on 
the books that neither pretend to be nor 
are accepted as masterpieces, but books 
whose tone and temper soothe your trouble 
for the time being. A man who knows you 
and your life may be able to recommend 
such books. Ask him.” 


Textbooks 


HE month of September sees hun- 

dreds of thousands of new textbooks 

going into use in the schools of the 
country, from the elementary books to the 
advanced volumes for college classes. In 
comparison with the total cost of our edu- 
cational system, the cost of textbooks seems 
small, indeed. It is estimated at between 
one and two per cent of the total expen- 
diture but the American school system has 
reason to be proud of its textbooks con- 
tinuously revised and improved to keep 
pace with or lead the best thought of the 
day. Tho they pass so quickly thru the 
bookseller’s hands in the high pressure task 


of getting them to the pupils, we suggest 
that it would be worth while to pause for 
a moment and compare their physical make- 
up with the books of a generation ago. 
Parents may well say, “I never had such 
books as these when I went to school.” 
The Flow of Rare Books 
os HAVE never met an English an- 
I tiquarian bookseller,” writes Iola 
A. Williams in the Publisher and 
Bookseller, “who has not admitted that a 
very large proportion of his business is in 
these days done with the citizens of the 
United States of America. It is clearly, 
therefore, of the greatest importance to all 
booksellers that they should keep in as close 
touch as possible with American opinion in 
bibliographical matters so that they may 
know what kinds of books are being studied 
and discussed and therefore collected.

Bookshops—How to Run Them

CHAPTER III 


Store Arrangement and Display 


EVERAL thousand books; you—the 

new shop owner; two or three clerks; 

a few miscellaneous pieces of furni- 

ture: a big, bare room lined with yawning 

bookshelves; perhaps a small cloakroom 

and stockroom—and what are you going to 
do with them? 

First, before anything else, if you are to 
avoid an early financial death, seat your- 
self on an unopened barrel, and, for the 
last time, dope out your space distribution. 
Already, you have gone over the matter 
when you first*considered your shop, but 
now you must make your final placement. 
Auction off your shelves to yourself. De- 
cide what space is most valuable and what 
is least desirable. Decide what stock de- 
serves the most prominent position in your 
shop, and what can play a less obtrusive 
part. Decide where your browsing section 
is to be; where your best seller group; 
where your children’s books and your 
rental library. Then mentally place your 
desk and arrange your chairs. ‘Above all 
else absolutely form a well-grounded plan 
of arrangement before you attempt to be- 
gin that arrangement. 

Now, as a customer crosses your thresh- 
old, his eye lights first on the shelf space 
to the right of the door. This is the win- 
dow’s complement—the initial break be- 
tween what the window said and what your 
store has to say. Here should lie “the 
follow-up” of your window—the vital ex- 


pression of the general character of your. 


‘tore. If your patrons are dignified, resi- 
dential people, this might be a good place 
for the new biography. If they are the 


arcade, heterogeneous crowd, sporting 
er puzzle books, or late novels might 
old these shelves.

talking space; don’t, from poor choice of 
arrangement, have it fall on deaf ears. It 
is your best foot, so put it forward. Cer- 
tainly an ordinary set of old standards is 
not your best foot—not even for the most 
cut-and-dried group of buyers. Nor pocket 
dictionaries and’ a few road maps. If they 
are, then your customers must be hounds 
for travel. Remember, this space to the 
right of the door says, “You customers 
are this kind of people. We put this here, 
because it voices you.” If customers know 
this, and they intuitively do, they must feel 
depressed in some well-meaning shops. 
Having complemented your window with 
your display space to the right of your en- 
trance, the best plan is to follow up this 
keynote in your chief display table. If nov- 
els are the mainstay of your buying public 
have them on a front table, accessibly ar- 
ranged. Have a placard marked “Late 
Fiction” and point out thru this front table 
that there is nothing more important to you 
than the customers’ desire for fiction. Nov- 
els of all kinds—you carry them. Say thru 
display, “I am a ‘novel’ specialist, I know 


- what you want; I have what you want; or 


if by chance I should be out of it, I will get 
it at once.” Thus, if you have analyzed 
your neighborhood correctly, you have made 
it possible for your average customer to 
get whatever he wants most, in the shortest 
time possible, with the least effort to you 
and your clerks. Another point: Avoid 
giving a prominent place to books of a sen- 
sational or libellous nature. If you must 
carry them, at least do not boast flagrantly 
about it thru prominent display. Instead, 
give the prominent display to popular books 
of the moment without these undesirable 
qualities. Boost these while the boosting is 


good 
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About display tables: If they are out 
from the wall, with walking space ll 
around them, the best method is to have 
your display face four ways, making the 
central part of your table the pivotal point 
(therefore, the tallest and heaviest), and 
graduate down from that. Avoid flat tables. 
They cause crooks in customers’ necks. If 
your table backs against a wall, use the 
wall side as the background and slope down 
from that. A round table should have its 
center as the balance and the display go 
down in ‘spoke fashion. Remember, the 
more of a jacket you can show, the better. 
Certainly publishers are expending every 
effort to produce selling jackets. It is up 
to the bookseller to aid this effort by featur- 
ing a good jacket. Whenever he can show 
a full book front he should. 

Books of one class or of an allied nature 
should be together. Have as much unity 
in your table display as in your window. 
Arrange tables on special subjects, follow- 
ing current events or seasonal holidays. 
Make the display as straight forward as 
possible, avoiding confusion. Keep your 
books in good condition, not allowing their 
jacket or the boxes containing them to look 
as if a cyclone had recently passed. No 
matter how much unity or balance a table 
may have, if the stock looks tattered you 
have lost your effect. 


Changing Displays 


Tables should be changed at least once a 
week. You, yourself, as a shopper, know 
how bored you become over any stationary 
display in the stores you visit. So it is im- 
portant to infuse your tables with a lively 
interest by showing the public at some 
time all your stock. To put a new book 
on a shelf and leave it there would raise at 
once the imputation of “ugly duckling— 
shelved before tried.” It is not fair, when 
display, by actual expert computation, has 
increased sales trom 30 to 200 per cent. 
Facing that fact, begin at once vigorously 
parading your stock. 


In case of your fine bindings, it is essen- 
tial to keep them under lock and key, let- 
ting the box they came in serve as display. 

If you have a lounge chair or two, it 
is well to place them where a customer may 
drop down for a minute’s quiet relaxation. 
If possible, choose an intimate, secluded cor- 
ner so that a person will not feel as if he 
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were sitting on exhibition in a glass case 
Try to have a small taboret near by, wish 
an ash tray and two or three interesting 
books on it. Often a good sale is made that 
otherwise would have been lost, because 
person has had time to glance comfortably 
thru some book. 


The Manager’s Desk 


As to your desk: It ought to be in a po- 
sition where you can oversee the entire 
shop and be easily approached by customers. 
Many new bookshops have special shoulder- 
high partitions around their desks, with 
deep inside shelves capable of holding al! 
the necessary office equipment. These open- 
air offices can either be very attractive or 
the most unsightly objects in your shop. 
For example, the top ledges afford display 
space, an advantage which is often abused. 
One or two new novels, perhaps a bright 
pottery vase with fresh flowers, or a notice 
of a future publication—these are enough. 
But a number of the personnel use the 
ledges as catchalls for every homeless ob- 
ject in their shop. This is a great mistake. 
Don’t forget, many customers approach an 
owner first at this point and form a chaotic 
impression of him from the disorder. ‘‘Spe- 
cial orders,” stray dictionaries, loose mail, 
bedraggled telephone books have no legiti- 
mate place here. 

Inside the partition on the shelves is a 
good place to keep all the necessary office 
equipment. Report and register books, 
late Publishers’ Weeklies and newspaper 
book reviews, trade lists, order and tele- 
phone books, publishers’ card files, general 
files, blank order cards, charge pads, sta- 
tionery, pencils, pens, erasers, art gum, Scis- 


‘sors, pen points, typewritten lists of book 


prize winners, such as the Pulitzer and 
Harper awards; in short, everything tor 
carrying on business in a businesslike way. 
We beg, if you wish to expedite your bust- 
ness, that you start with organized arrange- 
ment, keeping things that belong together 
in neat piles where you know instantly 
their location. Undoubtedly this will 
shorten labor appreciably. Never be out 
of necessary supplies. Have a wall tablet 
on which you jot down any “shorts '" 
office equipment. Certainly the seat of the 
business should be efficient and orderly. 
On the arrangement of your shelves 4 
great part of your turnover rests. The 
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oy of shelf placement plays a tre- 


ps\ cholo 


part in the selling and finding 
hooks. For instance, your brows- 
yo section: This must include the books 
shat customers enjoy discovering for them- 
elves, altho at one time or another, you 
vourself may have displayed them specially. 
Obviously it must be a quiet section, where 
sassers by do not jostle continuously the 
ieisuerly buyer. We would include in this 
browsing section your classifications ot 
poetry, science, garden, health, travel, his- 
‘ory, and foreign books, along with essays 
and fine editions. Here you may object, 
questioning the space problem, but if you 
cannot house all these classifications in 
peaceful sections, at least do not attempt 
‘o sell them at the mouth of your front 
door. In the same way you should use 
discretion in undercover and delicate sub- 
iects, placing them where a customer does 
not feel he is the cynosure of all eyes—a 
strong young father “buying his first book 
on feeding an infant is none too pleased to 
be a target for amused onlookers. Your 
novels, biography, and children’s books in 
most cases do not need quiet treatment. 
Usually with these the buyer wants a clerk’s 
advice and quick service: So have them out 
and accessible. Your standard sets are gen- 
erally “calls,” as are dictionaries and guide 
books. You can have these in the back of 
your store, along with your rental library 
and game books. Road maps, atlases, and 
code books can be less played up, excpet 
certain seasons, and remain in inconspicuous 
surroundings. ‘Of course, all books with 
the exception of biography, and possibly 
travel, are arranged alphabetically, accord- 
ing to author under their proper classifica- 
tions. Biography is arranged alphabetical- 
ly, not according to author but according 
to subject—thus all bibliography of any one 
important person is grouped together. 
Travel may be arranged according to coun- 
tries instead of authors, tho many book- 


shops prefer even here the alphabetical 
method,

Reserve Stock 


In the lower shelves, for reserve stock, 
exert great care. Usually more untidiness 
occurs here than in any other part of the 
shop; empty boxes strewn carelessly about ; 
unused posters drooping over shelves’ edges; 
protruding dust cloths and clerks’ private 
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possessions—all these detract from sightli- 
ness. Then small pocket dictionaries, guide 
books, and other miniature editions, become 


jumbled unless they are kept piled neatly. 


Besides the unsightliness, the damage to re- 
serve stock is appalling. In England the 
bookseller avoids this by keeping his re- 
serve stock tied in packages of “fives,” not 
opening until needed. In this country it 
would be well to put as much unneeded 
stock as possible in stockrooms. 


Packing and Stockroom 


Your stockroom, even if limited, should 
be immaculate. Whoever is in charge, 
after checking the publishers’ invoices 
against orders on incoming goods, should 
place the books in bins, according to their 
publishers. A list of the dates of publica- 
tion of the more important books belongs 
here, too. One manager we know has a 
large hanging notebook for this purpose. 
On the date of publication of any particu- 
lar book, the stockroom boy, or whoever 
is responsible, carries the number needed 
to the section where the book belongs. 
Then he reports the remaining number to 
the clerk in charge. Now, here in the stock- 
room should be full equipment for shipping 
books; strong wrapping paper and string; 
proper markers for goods; shipping-rate 
books ; scales—everything to insure perfect 
service on a shipped package. An owner 
must watch his stockroom constantly, for 
it is one index to his buying. And he should 
ask his clerks to make daily visits to it. In 
fact, everybody in a store’s organization 
ought to feel a responsibility for the stock- 
room’s contents and upkeep. 


The Clerk’s Cloakroom 


The cloakrooms in bookshops are gen- 
erally limited. But in most cases each 
clerk has his own locker with separate key. 
Urge him to keep his possessions locked in 
the locker. Usually a cloakroom is a de- 
pository for stray powder boxes, woe-begone 
umbrellas, old shoes, and often, unclaimed 
books which clerks have borrowed from the 
shop during off-work hours. . Starting each 
day by going into such confusion is a bad 
beginning. Therefore, it is wise to devise 
some plan for keeping your cloakroom in 
order. Perhaps a different clerk assigned 
weekly to oversee it would help. At least 
it would slow down rampant disorder.

Thru small decorative articles, your 
shop’s personality stands revealed. Con-

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A New Book Club—The Book 
League of America 


AMUEL L. CRAIG, 80 Fifth Ave., 
s who developed the idea of the Literary 

Guild of America and was the presi- 
jent of that organization until last spring, 
has outlined a new plan for a book club and 
-aised the capital for its initial promotion. 
This club is to be called “The Book 
League of America.” ‘The program differs 
considerably from the clubs already 
founded. The subscription price will be 
$1; for advance subscriptions, the price 
of $18 to be reached shortly. Each sub- 
sriber will get 12 complete new books 
in magazine form, 1 per month, and also 
12 books of established reputation, in cloth 
binding, 1 per month. No committee of 
selection has been yet announced, but the 
prospective subscribers are asked to vote 
on a list of 30 names, thus to give the 
promoters a suggestion of the type of the 
jury they would prefer to have. 

This puts 9 clubs in the active field: 
the Book-of-the-Month Club, Literary 
Guild of America, Religious Book Club, 
Catholic Book Club, Free Thought Book- 
of-the-Month Club, the Crime Club, De- 
tective Story Club, Inc., and the American 
Booksellers’ Association BookSelection. 


A New Book Club for Ministers 


OQ the many book, buy-a-book, and 

book-a-month devices for distributing 
the best literature to procrastinating 
buyers and dilatory readers, the “Minis- 
ters’ Selective Book Service” originating in 
the Methodist Publishing House of Nash- 
ville has now been added. 

_ Perhaps ministers are busier than other 
tolks, or perhaps they are more detached 
trom what is technically known as “pro- 
‘ane’ literature. Certainly they are more 
in need of the best books and more appre- 
Clative of them. Whatever the reason, this 
beak service, like the already well estab- 
lished Religious Book Club, is profitable to 
both buyer and seller. 

_The plan provides for a “Board of Re- 
‘lew’ composed of five men of ability and 
scholarship, These men were selected by 
ballot of all the ministers in the Southern 
Methodist Conference, the five receiving 
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the highest number of votes serving on the 
board. 

An arrangement has been made with the 
leading publishers of the country to sub- 
mit, as issued, those books on religion and 
allied subjects which, in their judgment, 
are the best. Immediately a copy of this 
book is furnished each member of the 
“Board of Review,” who reads or reviews 
it carefully.- From the many books sub- 
mitted during each quarter, four times a 
year, they select the book which in their 
judgment is of most value. 

This selection is announced and the book 
is mailed to each member of the Minis- 
ters’ Selective Book Service. There are 
about fifteen hundred members, ministers 
of different denominations, who are en- 
rolled as charter members, and the cost of 
the membership is exactly the cost of the 
four books that they receive—no more. 
The average cost of books today is $2.00 
to $3.00. However, it is guaranteed that 
the total cost of this service for one year 
will not exceed $10.00. 

The committee has eliminated the 
trouble and expense that, heretofore, each 
member was subjected to. 


Hartford Plans Permanent Me- 
morial of Mark Twain 


HARTFORD is making a well-organ- 

ized effort to raise $200,000 to pur- 
chase the old home of Mark Twain and 
preserve it as a permanent memorial of 
the great humorist. Already plans are 
being made for a special Tom Sawyer room, 
a library containing first and other editions 
of the works of the author, the collected 
works of Hartford and Connecticut authors, 
and autograph letters, portraits, and ma- 
terial of every kind that will be interesting 
and throw light upon Mark Twain, his 
writings and life.

CURRENT RARE BOOK NOTES 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


Prices Current,” published by Elliot 

Stock, with the record of sales held 
‘1 London and New York from October, 
1926, to August, 1927, filling more than 
1,000 pages, is now ready for collectors 
and the trade. The record includes the 
final portion of the famous Britwell Li- 
brary, the dispersal of which has been 
progressing since 1910, and the beginning 
of the remainder of the great Holford 
Library. The libraries of the great English 
collectors, that may be sold under the 
hammer, are not likely to figure again in 
sales records to the extent that they have 
done in the last decade. Future seasons 
must depend more largely upon the hun- 
dreds of minor collections of Great Britain, 
many of which contain great rarities, for 
its auction sales. Many of these collections 
have been very quietly brought together, 
or handed down from one generation to 
another, and are unknown to bookmen. It 
is the opinion of bibliographers that London 
will never see so many large and valuable 
collections sold in the same length of time 
as during this quarter of a century. In 
his preface to this issue of the “Book Prices 
Current” the editor refers to a few of the 
outstanding items of the season, among 
them the Anhalt Gospels, a roth century 
manuscript which brought £9,000; the 
manuscript of Sir Philip Sidney’s “De- 
tence’ of the Earl of Leicester; the four 
folios of Shakespeare, £6,000; John Bun- 
yans little “Book for Boys and Girls,” 
1686, £2,100; and two copies each of the 
Kilmarnock Burns, and Gray’s “Elegy.” 


VV “vrices XLI of the English “Book 


THE La Scala Opera House, in Milan, 


has just been celebrating its 1rsoth 
‘nniversary since its foundation in August, 
(778. Interest in the event centered in 


the exhibition of historical operatic material 
from the most part from the Scala Museum 
itself, but including also the scenographic 
collection of the Verdi exhibit from the 
Archaeological Museum of Parma, many 
selections from private cellections, and loans 
from various music publishing houses. The 
origin of this museum, inaugurated in 1913, 
is interesting in that it is due to J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who generously renounced acquir- 
ing the Sambon collection, then on sale in 
Paris, when he learned that a Milanese 
committee was negotiating its purchase, 
with the aid of a public subscription and 
a government subsidy. The Sambon theat- 
rical collection, which is the nucleus of 
the museum, was already singularly com- 
plete. The art critic and historian, Senator 
Corrado Ricci, one of the committee, re- 
marked at the time that from then on 
the French, when they wish documentation 
to write the history of opera, will be 
obliged to go to Milan. Since then, 
thru generous public contributions, large 
accessions have been made to the mu- 
seum, including autograph letters, manu- 
scripts, paintings and rare books relating 
to operatic history. The general interest 
in the autographic material, from all classes 
of visitors, has been the cause of frequent 
remark among the correspondents of the 
press. 


CONTINUING its custom of issuing as 

a frontispiece to its annual report a 
reproduction of some of its unique or rare 
treasures, the Chapin Library of Williams 
College presents this year a facsimile of 
the first page of a possibly unique edition 
of verses by Edmund Waller. This is re- 
ferred to in Waller’s “Poem on St. James’s 
Park” which was printed in 1661 as pp. 
3—9 of a folio of sixteen pages. A foot- 
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note on page 15 of this edition reads: “The 
Reader is desired to take notice that a 
false copy of these verses on St. James’s 
Park was surreptitiously printed on one 
sheet, without the author’s knowledge and 
consent, several lines being left out.” 
Thomas J. Wise in the catalog of the 
Ashley Library, in recording the authorized 
edition says that no example of the sur- 
reptitious sheet is known to exist. The 
copy in the Chapin Library is of this sur- 
reptitious first edition on a single sheet. 
It consists of a single sheet folded once 
with four pages of text from which several 
lines are omitted, probably due to the haste 
avith which it was printed. At the bottom 
of page 4 is the imprint “Printed for Tho. 
Dring” while the authorized edition has 
the imprint “London, Printed for Gabriel 
Bedel and Thomas Collins at Middle- 
Temple-Gate, 1661.” 


HE Fanfrolico Press, of London, has 

just printed the initial number of a 
new periodical which is said to represent 
a new idea. Its title is The London 
Aphrodite and the contributors are Jack 
Lindsay, Powys Mathers, Hugh McCrae, 
Robert Nichols, Liam O’Flaherty, Kenneth 
Sessor, Stanley Snaith, P. R. Stephensen, 
and others. There will be only six num- 
bers, published bi-monthly. Elkin Mat- 
thews and Marrot have in preparation a 
new series of limited editions to be known 
as the “Woburn Books.” Each volume 
will contain a new short story by a writer 
of today, and each copy will be signed by 
its author. The first seven volumes are 
by G. K. Chesterton, T. F. Powys, Shelia 
Kaye-Smith, Martin Armstrong, Liam 
O’Flaherty, Stella Benson, and Osbert Sit- 
well. Both of these “new ideas” have 
the collector in mind, especially those in- 
terested in first editions of modern authors. 
There are other books among the fall an- 
nouncements that indicate that the pub- 
lishers do not intend that the collectors 
shall be overlooked. 


ARSDEN J. PERRY has just printed 
a little brochure descriptive of his 
Kelmscott collection, with a foreword by 
George Parker Winship, which has been 
presented to members of the Grolier Club. 
The collection contains all the Kelmscott 
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Press books printed on vellum, and paper 
copies of those which were not printed on 
vellum to make the series complete. In 
addition there are many odds and ends 
printed at the Kelmscott Press, including 
various lists of publications, announcements 
of new books, 243 items in all. There are 
also a few Morris manuscripts and letters, 
Morris’s own copy of the Bible in German, 
printed at Augsburg by Zainer, in two folio 
volumes, in a type that is said to have had 
a direct influence on Morris when design- 
ing his Chaucer type. The brochure was 
printed at the Merrymount Press, in a 
type reminiscent of the Kelmscott Press, 
and in a manner that would have pleased 


Morris.

Some examples 
have been chosen for their woodcuts or 
engraved borders, but the typographic 
setting has, in general, been the guide 
adopted, one of the objects being to reveal 
ways of meeting practical difficulties which 
are much the same to producers of books 
now as they were then.
